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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-9 are currently pending in the application and are addressed herein. 

Election/Restrictions 
Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a 
single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 1-3, 5, 7, 9, drawn to a method for the treatment or prevention of a disease 
resulting from the deficiency of the dystrophin gene comprising administering an effective 
amount of NO. 

Group II, claim(s) 1-3, 5, 7, 9, drawn to a method for the treatment or prevention of a disease 
resulting from the deficiency of the dystrophin gene comprising administering an effective 
amount of a NO donor compound. 

Group III, claim(s) 1-5, 7, 9, drawn to a method for the treatment or prevention of a disease 
resulting from the deficiency of the dystrophin gene comprising administering an effective 
amount of a compound that is able to release, promote or induce NO formation cells. 

Group IV, claim(s) 1-3, 6, drawn to a method for the treatment or prevention of a disease 
resulting from the deficiency of the adult haemoglobin gene comprising administering an 
effective amount of NO. 

Group V, claim(s) 1-3, 6, drawn to a method for the treatment or prevention of a disease 
resulting from the deficiency of the adult haemoglobin gene comprising administering an 
effective amount of a NO donor compound. 

Group VI, claim(s) 1-3,6, drawn to a method for the treatment or prevention of a disease 
resulting from the deficiency of the adult haemoglobin gene comprising administering an 
effective amount of a compound that is able to release, promote or induce NO formation cells. 

Group VII, claim(s) 8 drawn to a pharmaceutical composition comprising NO. 

Group VII, claim(s) 8 drawn to a pharmaceutical composition comprising NO and at least one 
NO donor. 
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Group IX, claim(s) 8, drawn to a pharmaceutical composition comprising at least one NO donor. 

Group X, claim(s) 8 drawn to a pharmaceutical composition comprising a compound that is able 
to release, promote or induce NO formation cells. 

It is noted that 37 CFR 1 .475(b) states: 

"An international or a national stage application containing claims to different 
categories of invention will be considered to have unity of invention if the claims 
are drawn only to one of the following combinations of categories: 

(1) A product and a process specially adapted for the manufacture of said

(2) A product and process of use of said product; or

37 CFR 1 .475(e) further states: 

"The determination whether a group of inventions is so linked as to form a single general 

inventive concept shall be made without regard to whether the inventions are claimed in separate 

claims or as alternative within a single claim." 

The inventions listed as Groups I-X do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: in order for a technical feature to be considered a 
special technical feature it must be novel. In the instant case, the technical feature is a method of 
treating a diseases caused by deficiency of an adult gene by treating the subject with NO or an 
NO-providing compound. WO96/02241 A (cited in the International Search Report) teaches this 
technical feature. Therefore, the technical feature is not novel, thus there is no special technical 
feature to link the claims.
